Selw)'n  House  recently  lost  a 
ver}'  special  member  of  its 
community.  Dr.  Byron 
Harker. 

Dr.  Harker  was  more  than  a 
teacher,  he  was  an  inspiration  to 
all  those  whose  lives  he  touched. 
The  impact  and  influence  Dr. 
Harker  imparted  upon  SeKwn 
House  during  the  27  years  he 
spent  teaching  here  will  remain 
unforgettable.  His  knowledge, 
wisdom  and  genuine  love  for 
teaching  were  always  evident  in 
the  way  he  instructed  his  students. 

William  Mitchell,  Headmaster, 
has  many  fond  memories  of  his 
colleague.  Dr.  Harker,  who 
reminds  him  of  another  great 
teacher,  Alexander  Solzhenitsyn. 
Like  Alexander  Solzhenitsyn,  Dr. 
Harker  believed  that  man's  best 
hopes  are  realized  through  art. 

"I  know  Byron  truly  believed 
that,  through  art — literature  and 
music  in  particular — the  world  is  a 
better  place.  Art  transcends;  it  lifts 
us;  it  inspires  us.  Through  his 
rigorous  teaching,  I  believe  Byron 
inspired  his  students  to  understand 
and  feel  the  beaut)'  and  power  of 
literature  and  music,"  reflected  Mr. 
Mitchell. 

Mr.  Mitchell  recognized  that  it 
was  Dr.  Harker's  passion  for 
thoroughness  and  excellence  that 
helped  his  students  come  to 
understand  the  true  meaning  and 
power  of  the  written  word. 

Kathi  Biggs,  who  worked  along 
side  Dr.  Harker  in  the  SHS 
English  Department,  had  heard 
about  this  well-respected  teacher 
long  before  she  came  to  Selwyn 
House.  One  of  the  main  reasons 
why  she  joined  SHS  was  to  have

the  opportunit)'  to  work  with  Dr. 
Harker. 

"I  learned  something  from  him 
daily,"  said  Ms.  Biggs.  "About  four 
years  ago,  I  sat  in  on  one  of  his 
classes,  and  found  it  fascinating. 
His  students  were  very  lucky." 

Ms.  Biggs  said  Dr.  Harker  left 
such  a  lasting  impression  on  his 
students — even  those  who  were 
only  taught  by  him  briefly — that 
many  current  students  write  about 
him  in  their  journals. 

Another  one  of  his  fellow 
teachers  in  the  English 
Department,  Patrick  Shannon,  also 
reflected  upon  Dr.  Harker's 
influence  and  time  spent  at  Selw\m 
House. 

"One  of  my  regrets  is  to  not  have 
audited  one  of  Byrons  classes — 
especially  music  appreciation.  He 
knew  so  much.  His  former  students 
should  count  themselves  blessed," 
said  Mr.  Shannon.  '

and  Print  Shop  Co-ordinator,  said 
that  they  are  regretful  future 
Selwyn  House  students  will  not 
have  the  privilege  to  be  taught  by 
this  great  teacher,  whether  it  be 
English,  Drama  or  Music 
Appreciation. 

Not  only  was  he  special  to 
Selw}'n  House,  Dr.  Harker  also 
was  ver\'  important  to  the 
St.  Matthias  Church  community. 
On  Monday,  September  27,  1999, 
a  special  memorial  service  was 
held  in  his  honour  at  that  church. 

Reverend  Stephen  Crisp 
remembers  that  Dr.  Harker  would 
push  no  one  harder  than  himself 
as  he  strove  for  excellence  in 
everything  he  did. 

"You  can  do  it!"  That  is  the 
legacy,  according  to  Reverend 
Crisp,  that  Dr.  Harker  leaves 
behind. 

Marie  Matiaszow,  Dr.  Harker's 
sister,  sent  a  letter  to  the  School, 
on  the  occasion  of  the  memorial 
service,  thanking  all  those  who  had 
supported  their  family  during  this 
difficult  time.  She  also  mentioned 
that,  although  Dr.  Harker  did  not 
live  close  to  his  family  during  his 
adult  life,  she  takes  comfort  in 
knowing  that  the  SHS  community 
became  his  newfound  family. 

Dr.  Harker  will  be  honoured  at 
this  years  Founder's  Day,  where 
hell  be  awarded,  posthumously, 
the  Speirs  Medal. 

Dr.  Harker's  presence  will  be 
missed  by  the  whole  Selw)'n  House 
communit}',  but  his  legacy  will 
never  be  forgotten.

On  behalf  of  the  SHS  Library 
staff  I  am  pleased  to 
welcome  back  all  members 
of  the  Selwyn  family  and 
community.  I  hope  your  summer 
was  filled  with  the  pleasures  of 
reading.  Since  returning  to  school  in 
late  August,  we  all  have  been  busy 
opening  boxes  of  new  materials  and 
ticking  off  invoices  to  be  sent  to  the 
Business  Office.  It  is  very  much  like 
being  in  Santas  workshop  at  a 
different  time  of  the  year. 

Poignantly,  I  also  have  been 
sorting  and  arranging  many 
stunning  books  left  to  the  SHS 
Library  by  the  late  Dr.  Byron 
Wallace  Harker.  In  sad  silence,  I 
have  displayed  his  collection  of 
leather-bound  classics,  which  are 
wonderful  to  peruse  with  their 
marbled  end  papers,  gilt  edging 
and  satin-ribbon  place  markers.  In 
the  quiet  of  this  moment,  I  can 
almost  see  Byron  in  his  favourite 
wing-back  chair,  cradling  one  of 
these  lovely  volumes,  enjoying  the 
comfort  and  peace  of  reading  with 
his  cat,  Karim,  beside  him,  and  the 
fire  crackling  softly  in  the  grate 
nearby.  It  is  an  image  that  will 
always  be  with  me. 

Also  in  the  Harker  collection  are 
many  remembrances  of  senior  plays, 
presented  to  their  director  by  the 
cast  and  crew  members  of  the 
Selwyn  Senior  Players:  a  sword  from 
The  Three  Musketeers,  the 
chronometer  from  The  Caine 
Mutiny,  the  silver  dog-tags  from  A 
Feiu  Good  Men,  the  silver  crown 
from  Hamlet,  Puck  dancing  in  a 
stained  glass  forest  from  A 
Midsummer  Night's  Dream,  the 


jeweled  dagger  from  Macbeth  and 
the  silver  poison  flask  from  Romeo 
and Jidiet.  The  memories  are  endless. 

I  hope  to  have  many  of  these 
items  on  display  for  everyone  to  see 
when  Dr.  Harker  is  awarded  the 
Spiers  Medal,  posthumously,  on 
Founder's  Day,  November  24,  1999. 

Included  among  the  rest  of  Dr. 
Harker's  books  was  a  very  recent 
hard-bound  copy  of  Deception  on 
his  Mind,  by  Elizabeth  George. 
This  mystery  novel  is  an  example 
of  the  eclectic  tastes  of  Byron 
Harker,  the  Library's  most  loyal  fan 
and,  by  far,  most  voracious  reader. 
Deception  on  his  Mind  may  be 
described  as  a  mystery-genre 
counterpoint  to  one  of  Byron's 
favourite  Senior  Reading  List 
books.  The  Power  of  One,  by  Bryce 
Courtenay.  This  later  book 
chronicles,  in  heroic  terms,  how 
one  soul  develops  to  overcome  the 
evil  of  racism  in  Africa.  Deception 
on  his  Mind  takes  on  the  problems 
of  race  in  today's  Great  Britain:  the 
animosity  toward  Asians  and 
people  of  colour.  The  murderous 
intentions  among  all  characters 
involved  in  a  misunderstood  web  of 
trickery  are  drawn  against  the 
background  of  an  arranged 
Pakistani  marriage  in  a  dilapidated 
modern  British  seaside  town. 
Nothing  happens  as  expected  in 
this  classic  police  procedural,  as 
nothing  seems  to  happen  in  life  as 
expected.  Surprises,  challenges  and 
heartbreak  follow  one  upon 
another,  and  in  the  end,  a  much 
more  clear  understanding  of  the 
problems  of  accepting  the 
"other" — be  it  culture,  prejudice 
based  on  ignorance  or  sinipK-  basic 


human  selfishness — is  achieved  by 
almost  all  of  the  main  characters.  It 
is  a  job  well  done  by  the  author, 
Elizabeth  George,  who  is  indeed  an 
"other."  She  carefully  describes  and 
brings  to  life  modern  Britain  as  a 
"foreigner"  herself 

This  was  perhaps  one  of  the  last 
of  Dr.  Harker's  adventures  in 
reading.  It  is  one  of  his  gifts  to  the 
SHS  Library,  and  I  recommend  it 
to  you,  as  one  more  step  in 
attempting  to  understand  the 
human  dilemma. 

Please  feel  free  to  drop  by  the 
Library  to  visit,  and  keep  in  mind 
the  major  reading  events  coming 
soon  in  November:  a  new  and 
expanded  Librairie  Monet  Foire  du 
Livre  on  November  9  and  10,  as 
well  as  our  annual  Paragraph  el  Bab  ar 
Book  Fair  on  November  25  and  26, 
Canada's  Children's  Book  Week  and, 
of  course,  the  Montreal  Foire  du 
Livre.

Last  year,  SeKvyn  House  took 
steps  to  formalize  parent 
involvement  by  creating  a  new 
Parent  Committee,  whose  mandate  is 
to  tester  a  strong  parent  communit}' 
and  build  parent  relationships.

To  ensure  that  they  are  aware  of  all 
volunteer  projects,  parents  will  receive 
updates  and  flyers  in  the  Thursday 
Mailbag  or  can  access  the  Selw)'n 
House  Web  site  (www.selwyn.ca). 

All  committees  have  now  met.

A  new  industrial  dishwasher  was 
purchased  for  the  kitchen,  and 
Normand  Brault,  our  chef  is  pleased 
to  say  that  it  is  up  and  running  this 
fall.  Elsie  Massicotte,  Ena  Priest  and 
Frank  Hoffmann,  kitchen  staff, 
remember  the  previous  dishwasher 
from  their  earlier  days,  which  means 
it  was  at  least  20  to  25  years  old.  The 
old  machines 
capacity  was  intended 
for  300  place-settings 
daily,  with  its  single 
motor  power.  "Hand 
rinsing"  before  each 
C)'cle  was  vtvf  time- 
consuming  for 
kitchen  staff  members 
Mr.  Hoffmann  and 
Dave  Teebenny.  With 
three  lunch  shifts 
back-to-back,  there  is 
no  time  to  waste! 

Now,  of  course, 
the  new  machine  has 
an  automatic  rinse 
cycle  and  a  very 
forceful  wash  cycle, 


which  is  powered  by  two  motors.  Its 
larger  capacity  allows  Mr.  Hoffmann  to 
push  through  his  700  daily  place 
settings  with  no  delays.  The  extra  force 
and  computerized  soap  dispenser  are 
resulting  in  much  cleaner  dishes  and 
cutlery.  Chef  Brault  also  points  out  that 
his  meal  planning  is  much  easier  now, 
as  he  does  not  have  to  be  concerned 
whether  or  not  sauce  or  icing  will  be 
rinsed  off  the  plates  properly. 

Thank  you  to  all  who  support  your 
school's  uniform  shop.  With  your 
help,  we  were  able  to  purchase  this 
desperately- needed  dishwasher  with 
our  1998-1999  profits.  Our  sons,  as 
well  as  staff  members,  are  benefitting 
direcdy  from  your  patronage.

From  May  1  to  May  8,  1999,  I 
participated  in  Encounters  with 
Canada,  an  Ottawa-based 
programme  designed  to  give 
Canadian  youth  a  better 
understanding  of  where  they  come 
from.  The  programme  is  funded  by 
the  Canadian  Legion,  and  runs 
throughout  the  year,  with  room  and 
board  provided  by  the  Terry  Fox 
Youth  Centre. 

Each  week  has  a  distinctive 
theme;  my  theme  for  the  week 
being  "The  Canadian  Experience", 
which  seemed  the  broadest  and 
most  general  of  the  sub-topics. 

Armed  only  with  this  vague 
description  and  a  train  ticket,  I  set 
off  for  Ottawa,  crossing  my  fingers 
and  hoping  for  the  best.  My  fears 
were  quickly  shaken  away  by  the 
hospitality  of  my  fellow  participants, 
some  of  whom  had  been  on  the 
overnight  train  from  the  East  Coast, 
and  already  had  got  to  know  each 
other. 

Once  we  had  all  assembled — 
over  140  participants  from  around 
Canada — we  delved  immediately 
into  our  busy  schedules.  The  first 


day  was  spent  on  Parliament  Hill, 
where  the  group  met  various 
members  of  parliament,  senators 
and  pages.  Activities  during  the 
week  included  meeting  Canadian 
veterans  and  staging  a  mock 
parliamentary  debate. 

The  whole  week  was  permeated 
with  discussions  about  Canada's 


future  and  the  role  of  Canadian 
youth  in  it.  I  found  the  general 
attitude  of  the  group  surprisingly 
upbeat  and  inspiring.  It  is  rare  that 
you  meet  teenagers  so  motivated 
and  optimistic  about  the  future.  I 
left  with  a  genuine  feeling  of  pride 
in  being  Canadian.

Selwyn  House  introduces  its  new  PC  lab

Among  the  many  changes  that 
occurred  at  the  School 
throughout  the  summer,  we 
made  a  few  of  our  own  in  the 
Computer  Science  Department. 

The  most  exciting  change  is  the 
addition  of  23  Dell  Pentium  II  400 
Mhz  computers,  which  now  make 
up  one  of  our  computer  labs.  An 
additional  computer  has  been  placed 
in  the  Physics  Department. 

The  switch  from  two  Macintosh 
labs  to  one  PC  and  one  Mac  lab 
represents  our  wish  to  expose  SHS 
students  to  both  major  personal 
computer  platforms,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  prepare  students  for  their 
computing  life  at  CEGEP,  university' 
and  in  the  work  place. 


Although  the  basic  curriculum 
goals  of  the  department  remain  the 
same,  we  have  had  to  change  the 
software  platforms  used  in  the 
Middle  and  Secondary  Schools.  In 
the  Middle  School,  the  students  will 
be  using  the  very  powerful  and 
common  Microsoft  Office  suite  of 
Word,  Excel,  Access  and 
PowerPoint.  The  senior 
programming  courses  will  now  use 
Visual  Basic  and  Visual  C++ 
compilers.  Not  all  of  the  senior 
courses  will  use  the  PC  lab,  as  the 
Grade  10/11  Multimedia  course  wil 
still  use  the  Macintosh  lab.  A  boy 
graduating  Irom  Selw)'n  House  will 
be  comfortable  working  on  both 
operating  systems. 


Our  second  lab  remains  a  state- 
of-the-art  Apple  lab,  with  24  G3 
Macintosh  machines — all  with  AV 
capability. 

We  also  have  welcomed  a  new 
facult)'  member  to  the  Computer 
Science  Department.  Scott  Morrison 
will  be  teaching  all  Middle  School 
computer  classes  and  n\'o  sections  of 
Grade  7  mathematics.  Having 
completed  a  Master  of  Arts  in 
Educational  Technology',  he  is  very 
excited  about  integrating  computers 
into  all  of  the  Middle  School  courses, 
as  well  as  into  his  mathematics 
course.  Mr.  Morrison's  computer 
curriculum  also  includes  html  coding 
and  Web  page  design  and 
development.
